In Recognition Of A 
Special Man

For 21 years Dr. Harold Manor 
served with dignity and distinction 
as president of Palm Beach Junior 
College. He was hired as PBJC’s 
president-elect in 1957 and, for the 
first year, he also assumed respon- 
sibility for the College’s evening 
division. Upon the retirement of 
PBJC President John I. Leonard in 
1958, Manor was appointed the 
College’s second president. He 
would remain in that position until 
1978 when he turned over the 
presidential reins to Edward M. 
Eissey. 


For over two decades Manor dedi- 
cated his life to the students and 
staff of Palm Beach Junior 
College. For years following his 
retirement in 1978, he regularly 
visited the College’s Lake Worth 
Campus where, as the quintessen- 
tial educator, he continued to vol- 
unteer his time tutoring students in 
computer labs. Unquestionably, he 
was a skilled academician and 
administrator. 


But as impressive as these contri- 
butions are, Dr. Manor is regarded 
most of all as an individual of 


undeniable integrity and honor. 
He, more than any other individ- 
ual, symbolizes the true spirit of 
Palm Beach Community College.
